C. card, mar- 
ketlUK speclall.si ai ilii' (•olll■^l• of Ak- 
rlcullure, .\ot only have the associa- 
tions saved their nieinbers money In 
placinn stock nn the nuirkct but also 
they have bad a temlency to improve 
I lie class of livestock raised in the ter- 
ritory covered by tho assocltlons and 
hiive developed a spirit of cooperation 
among farmers of the community. 

Cooperative livestock shipping as- 
sociations are among the most simple 
of co-operative marketing organiza- 
tions and constitute one of the easiest 
methods by which farmers may under- 
take this form of work, accordini! to 
Mr. Card. 

Iiurlni; Ilic ijmsI year members of 
•he association in Mallard county have 
made an avrrai;.. saving of approxi- 
mately JSii on liirh of the 77 cars of 
stock wlilcli they have shipped, a re- 
port from R. B. Wllford, manager of 
I ho nsHociatlon, states. The total sav- 
ng ot 77 cars when 16,000 pounds was 
taken as an average carload was more 
than $6,000. It cost members of the 
association an average of about s.-, 
f^ents a hundred pounds to sluii co 
'pentively whereas It had cost them 
rom $1.S5 to 11.75 to ship through a 
local buyer before the association was 
formed. 

Similar results are being obtainoil 
IV an association recently orcanlzed 
n I'nion county, the cost of sbippinn 
I'vhiR been reduced about 30 cents 
a the hundred pounils hy means of 
Iho co-o]ieratlve plan. This association 
■las shipped five carloads up to the 
present time at a cost of from 86 to 
4R cents a hundred pounds. Market- 
ing Ihrough a local buyer cost farm- 
ers In the county from 65 to 75 cents n 
iiundred pounds.

PVankfort, Ky , Nov. j« - i ho nuU' 
her of tubercular cattle found iimong 
the herds of Kentucky has been re 
duced from 3.8 per cent, to 2.27 per 
cent, during the last year, according 
to Dr. w. V. Biles, In eharge of the 
work of the United States Bureau of 
Animal Industry In Kentucky. During 
the month ot Oetober 4,574 cattle were 
examined by veterinarians and out ot 
(his number 84 head wore condemned. 
The cattle examined during the month 
were from 398 herds. 

There may be a few counties iu the 
state, according to Dr. Dlles, vherc 
the percentage of tubercular calile is 
slightly higher than the state averanc 
These are counties where there are 
large herds, ho unit]. 

The Kentucky percentage was com- 
pared by Dr. Biles with that of some 
of the eastern states In a number of 
which the number of tubercular cattle 
found ranged 15 to 25 per cent.

June 29tb the tariff bill wes submit- 
ted to 4hc Honsa and promptly refer- 
red to the Wars and Means Commit- 
tee. Jnly ttb It was formally rq^rted 
back to the House and debate began, 
extending to July 21, when the bill 
was passed by a vote off 288 to 127. 
The bill wan a frankly protective 
measure carrying out the campaign 
promise ur iho Republican party fur 
"a revision of tlie tariff as soon a'< 
condlllona shall make It necessary fur 
the preservation of the home market 
for American labor, agriculture and 
Industry." During the previous calen- 
dar year no less than tS,800,000,000 
worth of hnports had entored this 
country. 

Meanwhile, and while the bill was 
nnder debate, agriculture was threat- 
ened with a terrlflo amount of compe- 
tition from abroad and there was an 
taisistent demand from the agricultur- 
al interests that something be done 
Immediately for them. They did not 
think the situation would i^alt for the 
final adoption of the general tariff 
bill. So, on May 27th, the Bmergency 
tariff bill was passed which granteil 
protection to farm products. 

July 22nd the general Utriff bin 
was referred to the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate, which determtaied, 
after considerable presstire had been 
brouRht to l>ear, to hold supplement- 
ary hearings, which commenced July 
2.')ih ..md whicli were continued dally 
until CouKrcs^ recessed late In Au- 
Kupt because of the al>solute ezhans- 
tioii of ni.niy 0 fllie nieinbers. 

Duriiifi this recess there was an ir- 
resistible movement all over the coun- 
try to induce Congress to give priority • 
in ieglalution to the tax bill, and since ! 
the agricultural Interests had been 
taken care of by way of the nnergency 
tariff, and imports were telling off. 
Congress was the more ready to bow 
to this opinion. So, on September 21. 
the lax bill moved up to displace the 
tariff bill, and the former wag passed i 
.Vovenilipr Till 'Ihe tariff bill carried 
sonicthiiiL- iif an innovation in what is 
known as ilii' ' American valuation" 
clause, which bases ad valorem duties 
on the domestic selling price, and 
wishing to secure all the information 
possible on that subject, the Senate 
'ippolnted a committee to undertakke 
an exhaustive investigation of the 
matter. That hivestlgatlon has been 
gofaig on tor some thne and as Its 
proceeds it strengthens the belief of 
the majority in the feasibility of the 
olanse. There Is no doubt that it will 
be retained In the final draft of the

Not until nations 
ntop hating and fearing jnd suspect 
ing each otlier, not until they develop 
( onfldence in each other's good intcn 
tions can we expect any very sweep 
ing reduction of armaments, "A sound 
and wide view of national Interests," 
says Lord Bryoe, "teaoUng peoples 
that they would gain more by co-oper- 
ation of eommnnlties than Iqr oonfllct, 
may do mnoh to better those retotions. 
Bnt to the last resort the question Is 
one of moral progress of the todlvid 
ual men who compose the eOmmunt 
tics," 

The church holds In Its hands the 
l<oys of life and death. Its work Is to 
f-reate In men and In nations and 
races that spirit of Justice, of brothcr- 
liness, of unselfish service, of coop- 
crr.tlon.

— The 
smoldering ruins of the illalto Theater 
here were being dug up today In a 
1 nut for possible victims of a fire last 
i:i:,'ht which caused at least three 
known deaths. 

(Jtbers are believed to have perished 
in the fire. Their bodies are thought 
to be buried in the smoking debris. 

More than 60 peraona were Injured 
In a wild.fUght to reach the exits or 
seriously buhied by the flames which 
leaped through the playhouse while 
600 persons were watching a motion 
picture production. 
The known dead were: 
Timothy J. Iluulon, New ilavon. 
Am eldely woman, unidentified 
A young man, unidentified. 
Stage draperies were Ignited by an 
incense pot and in a few seconds the 
entire theater was a mass of flames. | 
I'anic prevailed. Those trapped in 
the blazing theater dashed to the exits 
Terror was added to the audience 
when a short ctrouit Immediately af- 
ter the discovery of the flames threw 
tiio house Into darkneaa. 

A general fire alarm was turned In 
and every available physician and 
nbulance rushed to the scene. 
.Men and women fought their way 
lo fire escaiics, only to be driven back 
into tho building by Kiiioke billowing 
lip from below. Many of those saved 
had the olothea aooivbed from their 
bodies. 

A coroner's Inquest waa to be held 
today. 

A pall of gloom waa oaat over New 
Haven and the oampua of Yale Uni- 
versity by the tragedy.
